ORDINANCE PROHIBITS SALE OF RODENTS 


The Los Angeles County board of supervisors has 
enacted an ordinance to prohibit the sale, importa- 
tion, exportation and transportation of chipmunks, 
golden squirrels and any other wild rodent. The 
ordinance is designed to aid in the control of dis- 
eases that may be transmitted by such rodents. It 
reads as follows: 


ORDINANCE NO. 3353 
(New Series) 


An Ordinance prohibiting the sale, importation, ex- 
portation, and transportation of chipmunks, golden 
squirrels and other wild rodents. 


The Board of Supervisors of the County of Los 
Angeles do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. As used in this ordinance ‘ 
means: 

(a) Chipmunk; 

(b) Golden Squirrel ; 

(ec) Any other wild rodent. 


Section 2. As used in this ordinance ‘‘rodent’’ 
does not include any domesticated animal. 

Section 3. Every person is guilty of a misde- 
meanor, punishable by imprisonment in the County 
Jail for not less than six (6) months, or by a fine of 
not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500), or by 
both, who does any one or more of the following: 

(a) Within the unincorporated territory of the 
County of Los Angeles, sells or offers to sell any 
rodent ; 

(b) Imports into the outnamrncated territory of 
the County of Los Angeles, either from any incor- 
porated city in the county, or from outside the 
county, any rodent; 

(c) Exports from the unincorporated territory of 
the County of Los Angeles, either into any incor- 
porated city in the county or into any territory out- 
side the county, any rodent; 

(d) Transports any rodent within the unincorpo- 
rated territory of the County of Los Angeles.
